to Have Passed.

SHOWS LITTLE IMPROVEMENT 


Ravages of the Flood Actually Appear 


to Increase— Hundreds of People Are 


W ithout 
Food or Shelter— City 
Is 


Plunged In Darkness— Large Sums 


of Money Handed Over to the Va 


rious Relief Societies. 


Paris, Jan. 31.—The Seine river is 
slowly falling and the crisis of the 
flood situation 
here is believed 
to 
have been passed. Nevertheless, there 
is still danger ahead. 
In the meantime the situation shows 
little improvement. 
Indeed, the rav­ 
ages of 
the 
flood within 
the city 
seemed actually to increase. 
The wa­ 
ter was higher in some of the streets, 
while the situation at the inundated 
towns between Paris and St. Germain 
was distinctly graye. 
A stream of water twelve feet deep 
was 
rushing 
through 
Gennevilliers 
and Colombes, making the work of 
rescue more difficult. 
Hundreds are reported without food 
or shelter aud all day an army of 
rescuers worked relentlessly, bringing 
.succor to the distressed and distribut­ 
ing provisions by boats to the thou­ 
sands who refused to quit their homes. 
Within tile city itself great throngs 
of sightseers, in tile bright sunshine, 
besieged the cordons of troops which 
fringed 
the 
flooded 
districts 
or 
climbed to points of 
vantage from 
which they could survey the wide vis- 
tas of water stretching off in every 
direction. 
On account of the danger of cave 
ins from the pressure of the bolling 
waters beneath 
hundreds of 
points 
were 
rigorously 
guarded. 
Pumping 
engines, belching 
forth 
smoke and 
sparks, added to the thrill and gave

lieved only by the campfires of the 
soldiers at the water’s edge, or the 
flickering torch of some floating sen­ 
tinel, reflected weirdly in the w att* 
that once were streets or avenues.

I rate laws, to establish a postal savings 
bank, to validate withdrawals of pub­ 
lic lands wanted for conservation pur­ 
poses, and to legalize national char­ 
ters for corporations doing interstate 
business, which have been placed at 
the head of the "W hite House ariled 
ulc.” have all met with determined op 
position. 


Political Point cf View. 


From a political point of view, lit • 
publican waters seemingly are becom­ 
ing muddied by the several investiga­ 
tions which are in progress, and the 
minority members appear not unwill- 
: ing to let this procedure continue in­ 
definitely. 
Inquiries such as that be­ 
ing made into the affairs of the in 
terior department and the forest serv­ 
ice naturally are having some effect 
| upon plans to amend land laws and 
enact legislation for Alaska, and even 
bear to Borne extent upon the Arizona 
and New Mexico statehood bill. Other 
investigations, sui h 
those relating 
to second class mall matter and the 
postoffice deficit, and the cause of the 
increased cost of living, all tend to 
minimize the chances for a complete 
redemption of Republican campaign 
pledges. 
A conference of Republican leaders 
is now tieing considered and probably 
will be held soon after Senator Aldrich 
returns from Florida, as he Is expected 
to do this week, whither he went a 
week ago to recuperate from a severe 
cold. 
The plan most in favor with such 
Republican leaders as are now in 
Washington is for a rearrangement of 
the Taft policies, placing them in or­ 
der of executive preference or in such 
sequence as it is thought would most 
benefit the majority party.

Washington, Jan. 31.— If the plans 
of a number of Republicans are rea­ 
lized, Speaker Cannon will be shorn 
of bls power to control legislation In 
the house and it is expected that he 
will be reduced to a mere presiding 
officer. 
Representative Hayes of California, 
chairman of the Republican Insurgent 
caucus, has a petition for a call for a 
Republican caucus which he will begin 
circulating at once. 
It is definite in its terms and pro­ 
vides that the caucus shall be held for 
the purpose of considering the en­ 
largement of the committee on rules, 
now dominated by Speaker Cannon. 
for tile election of its members by the 
house, and that the speaker shall be 
ineligible for membt rship. 
It will be suggested that the com­ 
mittee should consist of eleven mem­ 
bers. instead of five as at present, thus 
giving representation to all factions 
on both sides of the chamber. 


Break in Cannon Organization. 


A remarkable development of the 
past few* days has been a break in 
the Cannon organization. 
Mr. Hayes 
has discovered that members hereto­ 
fore numbered among the speaker’s 
staunchest supporters, unyielding up­ 
on every issue that has been present­ 
ed, will abandon the speaker in this 
fight. 
Four, and possibly five, members of 
the Illinois delegation and as many

Lion Gardiner, first proprietor and 
lord o f the manor, w as an educated 
E nglishm an of distin gu ish ed lineage. 
H e w a s born in lobo and died In I iii >3 
in E astham pton. 
I le had been itll e n ­ 
gineer in the E nglish arm y, had served 
with Lord F airfax in the N etherlands 
and had been m ade "m aster of works 
of fortifications in the cam p of Fred 
crick Henry, prince of o r a n g e .” 
Ile 
cam e to America in 1035. in tile em ­ 
ploy o f a com pany o f English noble­ 
men, to build a city at tile mouth of 
the C onnecticut river, w here eventual 
ly in* built and litter com m anded w ith 
signal ability the Saybrook fort through 
tile perils of the great i ’equot war 
Il<* also built tin* first fort in Boston. 
which continued in use until after the 
Revolution. 
His son. David, w as the 
first w h ite i bibl horn in Connecticut, 
and his dau ghter Elizabeth w as the 
first child of English parentage born 
in New York.

Colonel John Lyon Gardiner, a vet­ 
eran of the civil 
war and for many 
years ow n er of Gardiner's island, iii 
Long Island sound, who recently died 
at the home o f his brother. Nathan T 
Gardiner, in E astham pton, V \ .. w as 
sixty-nine years old aud until recently 
had spent many y e a r s of his life on 
th** island, which cam e into tin* pus 
session o f tile Gardiner fam ily in lbd!> 
Mr. Gardiner w a s bolti in 
I S H at 
Easth am pton . N 
Y 
Ile w as grad u at­ 
ed from C olum bia Law* school in I Si »3 
and adm itted to the bar in I860. 
In 
the w ar of the rebellion he w a s lieu­ 
tenant colonel o f the S ixteen th regi­ 
ment, Sixth brigade. Second division, 
national guard o f N ew York, stud be­ 
cam e colonel in 1S6S. 
Ile w as a lineal 
descen d an t o f Lord Lion Gardiner of 
G ardiner’s island. 


B o u g h t F ro m an In d ia n Chief. 
G ardiner’s island lias a romantic his­ 
tory 
It w as the first settlem ent w ith ­ 
in the present lim its of tile state of 
N ew York. 
Its founder. Lion G ardi­ 
ner, purchased it o f W yandanch, ch ief 
of th* M anhanketts. the great sachem 
of Long island in 1631). aud the price 
he paid w as one large blaek dog, one 
gunj som e pow'dec and shot, som e rum 


First Called Isle of Wight. 
B ecom ing dissatisfied w ith the m an­ 
agem ent of affairs on both sides of 
the Atlantic, la* coveted au em pire of

which he called tin* Isle o f Wight, but 
now bears his name. 
It is nine miles 
long, one aud one-half miles wide and 
contains 3.3 o acres, four miles from 
the eastern extrem ity of Long Island.
